Washington—How can working- 


men be protected in their free ac- 
cess to jobs when the federal law 
allows an employer and a majority 
of his employes to make a volun- 


tary agreement

complications. For while, on the one 
hand, the individual worker is told 
by federal statute that he and his 
fellow-workmen can bargain with 
their employer and that the em- 
ployer cannot fire them solely be- 
cause they happen not to be mem- 
bers of a labor union, the came 
federal law says that, when an em- 
ployer and a majority group of his 
employes get together, 
they can 


close out the minority. 


The average man will find it dif- 


ficult to explain this contradiction. 
The words of the Wagner law. to be 
sure, attempt to resolve it. but the 
conflict remains. 


The Wagner act, to begin with, 


makes it an "unfair labor practice" 
for an employer to refuse to hire a 
man because he is a member of a 
given union or because he is not a 
member of the union existing m his 
plant But it goes on to say that this 
duty not to discriminate has an ex- 


, ception to it. and this is when a 


closed shop agreement has been 
made by an employer with a ma- 
jority of his employes. 


This use of the majority rule idea 


has been little understood, but it is 
only fair to say that Senator Wag- 
ner told the senate about it when 
his bill was up for consideration in 
May, 1935. He is quoted in the offi- 
cial record as saying: 


Closed Shop 


"While outlawing the organiza- 


tion that is interfered with by the 
employer, this bill does not estab- 
lish the closed shop or even en- 
courage it. The much-discussed 
closed-shop proviso merely states 
that nothing in any federal law 
shall be held to illegalize the con- 
firmation of voluntary closed-shop 
agreements between employers and 
workers. This insertion is necessary 
in order to prevent repetition of 
those 
mistaken 
interpretations 


which have held that congress in- 
tended to outlaw the closed shop 
when it enacted section 7-A of the 
National Recovery act. 


"I hold no brief for or against the 


closed shop, but there are some v/ho 
believe that it is a device which at 
times may be necessary 
to ad- 


vance and preserve the living stand- 
ards of employes. It is legal m many 
states, and there is no reason why 
congress should make it illegal in 
those places where public policy 
now sustains it." 


Clearly, no individual can be de- 


prived of his job nowadays because 
of union membership, but not so 
clearly he can be deprived when 
an employer and a majority of his 
employes want to close him out. 
Thus do ihe rights of the minority 
disappear, and Senator Wagner ad- 
mits it thus: 


"Majority rule recognizes minor 
ity rights. It does not ever implj 
that an employe can be forced' t< 
join a union, except through th 
traditional method of a closed-shop 
agreement with them. 


"And since, in the absence o 


N5uch an agreement, the bill specifi 
cally prevents 
discrimination 


against anyone either for belonging 
or not belonging to a union, the 
majority will be quite powerless to 
make an agreement more favorable 
to themselves,, than to the minority 
who remain without," 


Doubtful Legality 


Under these circumstances, can 


an employer be forced to make a 
closed-shop agreement which will 
bar from his plant any but members

of a given union? The New York 
senator stresses the act that closed 
shop agreements must be "volun 
tary" and that nothing in the law 
compels an employer to make any 
such agreement. There are many 
quotations from the debate in thi 
senate which indicate that, whiL 
the employer must recognize thi 
representative of the majority of his 
workmen and must meet with them 
to uiscuss their proposals, he need 
never agree to a closed shop agree- 
ment. To do so involuntarily or un- 
der specific duress makes the agree- 
ment itself of doubtful legality. 


By refusing to make a closed shop 


agreement, the employer is really 
seeking to protect the free access to 
jobs of all who may apply to him in 
the future for work. He is endeavor- 
ing to preserve his right to hire or 
fire employes and take in persons 
who do not happen to be members 
of the existing majority group. 


But when such a right is exer- 


cised solely for the purpose of un- 
dermining the majority union in a 
plant and such purpose can be 
proved, it is an unfair labor prac- 
tice and prohibited under the Wag- 
ner act. 


When a labor union makes a de- 


mand for a closed shop which is 
not accepted by the employer, it is 
doing something illegal or at least 
contrary to the spirit of the Wag- 
ner law when the union insists 
upon calling a strike and exerting 
economic 
pressure to secure ac- 


ceptance of that demand? 


Freedom of Choice 


This point will be debated in the 


court of public opinion, particular-, 


ly as it involves the right to strife 
for the privilege of discriminatin; 
against fellow-workers, a privilegi. 
sought to be safe-guarded througl: 
so-called freedom of choice by the 
individual. 
Are not a group o 


workmen who wish to force a clos 
ed shop agreement in effect seek 
ing a union monopoly, which Sena 
tor Wagner himself has said' is no 
the purpose of the law he spon 
sored? 


The true synonym for "closed 
shop" is monopoly, and, under the 
terms of the Wagner law, it migh 
well be called "legalized monopo- 
ly." 
When the closed shop agree- 


ment is obtained, under pressure 
of a strike or threatened strike, it 
can hardly, of course, be called a 
voluntary agreement. So it would 
seem that a workman who is de- 
prived of a job might have the 
right to sue in the civil courts both 
the labor union leaders and the 
employers for setting up such an 
arrangement which deprives him 
and other citizens of their oppor- 
tun^y to work. 


An employer, of his own initia- 


!ive, does not hare the liberty to 
force upon his employes a closed 
shop agreement excluding union 
men. and the unions similarly do 
not have an unqualified right to 


ce a closed shop upon him. Con- 


gress can. if it likes, and so can the 
states, act to prevent the making 
of closed shop contracts under dur- 
iss or the making of any contracts 
vhich tend to exclude substantially 
arge numbers of persons from ob- 
aining employment.

PLAY FARM 


The charge is made that the President 


is himself to be classed with those who 
have recently been exposed before the 
country as tax evaders or tax avoidcrs. 


It will be well at the outset to point 


to the fact that there is a great differ- 
ence between an avoider of taxes and an 


" evader of taxes. A man may avoid taxes 
by retaining his property instead of sell- 
ing it at a profit, by going on a vacation 
instead of going tu work and -earning a 
salary, by throwing a patented article, 
into the fireplace instead of selling it to 
General Electric. 
But it will be clear 


that such a person, while he avoids pay- 
ing taxes, is not an offender against the 
laws. . 


As generally used a tax evader car- 


; Ties reproach in that the assumption of 
' an illegal act is made. 


The charge against the President is 


similar to "You're another" in answer to 
an accusation, and avoids the issue. The 
fact that the President might have been 
a tax evader does not justify the tax eva- 
sions of others. 


Yet the circumstance tends to expose 


this entire taxation matter as a gas at- 
tack, and not against those who have 
evaded taxes but against the majority of 
people who do not understand the law. 


That" the President may have broken 


many laws during his career as an indi- 
vidual is no sort of argument for any- 
thing as respects his career as President. 


There is almost always a wide chasm 


between the individual and the same per- 
son after he has donned the robes of high 
office and undertaken a great public trust 
or responsibility. 


Certainly the juror would be a pretty 


poor citizen who voted "not guilty" for 
the prisoner in the box for no other rea- 
son than that he had committed secretly 
a like offense without exposure. 


If the President before election took 


advantage of every twist he could find 
in the law, and squirmed around on a 
par almost with the army officer who be- 
came a Canadian citizen to avoid taxes, 
his conduct might reflect greatly upon 
the public opinion of his manhood but 
it should make no difference with the peo- 
ple's determination to correct 
existing 


defects in the taxation laws that tend to 
make them unequal or their result unjust. 


There is that old adage that "it takes 


a fox to catch a fox"' and there were many 
men running for sheriff in the early days 
who did not conceal the notches in their 
cun but promised to bring to the service 
of the commonwealth 
the 
talents that 


they had formerly expended in a wild life.

purpose of a law should be to assist work- 
ers and not strident leaders, to obtain jus- 
tice without tumult or confusion and to 
gel results without riot, tear gas or dyna-

In 
this form it would have been a nov- 
el snow, entirely different from any 
other baseball test—and a fine ges- 
ture on the part of the leaders of the 
sport. On this one day the people 
who make baseball possible—the 
fans—would have their innings. 


For the first couple of years the 


game did belong to the fans in the- 
ory. They picked the players by bal- 
lot But that's as fars as they got. 
The professional managers then 
took charge and began to master 
mind in a large way. Either that or 
they went far out of their way to 
show their contempt both for the 
fans and the game itself. 


Up to last year the 
National 


leaguers in particular seemed de- 
liberately intent on wrecking the 
game by turning it into a tawdry 
farce. In 1935 Dizzy Dean, Carl Hub- 
bell and Paul Derringer were pick- 
ed as pitchers by the fans. And what 
happened? The day before the all 
star game Frank Frisch 
pitched 


Dean, Billy Terry pitched Hub- 
bel and Chuck Dressen pitched 
Derringer. That was the National 
league's answer to the fans. It was 


as discourteous as a kick in the 
pants. 
Game Grew Despite 
Player Apathy' 


But in spite of this and similar 


instances of scorn, the game grew 
in popularity and importance. There 
never was any question about its 
popular appeal but it took all of 
four years for some of the brass 
hats to recognize its long haul value. 
Coming as it does in mid season 
when interest begins to lag in the 
second division cities, the game is 
a stimulating shot in the arm and 
its effect on the sport in general is 
pleasantly felt at the box office. 


The apathetic National leaguers 


dropped three of these games in a 
row when Ford Frick, not long out 
of the press box, moved in as presi- 
dent of the league to compel a more 
serious attitude on the part of his 
athletes. This was last year at Bos- 
ton. The result was that for the first 
time the National leaguers went 
through their paces as if they meant 
it. And. significantly or not, they 
won the game. 


Now that the game has been ac- 


cepted as something more than a 
patronizing gesture—after practical- 
ly being forced down the rebellious 
gullets of players and magnates—it 
should continue to grow in impor- 
tance and prestige. True, the fans 
will have no part in it. except to 
make it a success, but then they 
have no substantial part in it from 
the start. Perhaps it is enough to 
know the players are going to bear 
down from now on—and that's 
damned big of them, isn't it?

Resumption of production by'In- 


dependent steel companies whose 
pltntt were closed by labor diffi- 
culties Is proceeding as rapidly as 
circumstances will permit and the 
situation is clearing. Consumers of 
steel are besieging these producers 
for shipment of material as soon as 
possible, indicating need for steel 
lor their products, says Steel. 


Buying has declined from 
the 


high rate of earlier months but in 
the eastern district June bookings 
were slightly better than those of 
May. Analysis of the situation re- 
veals that demand for consumer 
goods like refrigerators and radios 
has met a fairly sharp reduction, 
which is 
attributed to 
curtailed 


buying power by workers who have 
suffered loss of income by idleness 
resulting from strikes in many lines 
of industry. Resumption of employ- 
ment U'dl tend to restore this re- 
striction. 


Inasmuch as steel production is 


entering third quarter with con- 
siderable backlogs and buying is at 
a food rate despite the shrinkage. 
In some cases at 75 per cent of ship- 
ments, most observers expect much 
less summer dullness than usual. 


Automotive L'nll 


Hot and cold-rolled bars 
and 


strip feel the effect of the auto- 
motive seasonal lull as models are 
changed and lighter steel products 
for railroad use are also in less de- 
mand. Agricultural implements and 
tractors, on the other hand, are tak- 
ing heavy supplies. Tubular goods 
are in good position and some mak- 
ers have backlogs of eight weeks.

For 
six months the total production
